Dr. Broughton, who, with their 
guest, Rev. C. A. Ridley, accompanied 
Mrs. Broughton, was knockeq down and 
his right ankle painfully sprained. 

Mrs. Broughton was picked up with her 
head under the rear platform of the car, 
and carried to the nearby J. 
Carroll Payne, Where medical assistance 
‘was given her, and she rallied sfficiently 
to be carried home in an. ambulance with 
Dr. Broughton. 

She suffered great agony until oplates 
were administered at her home, and, al- 
though she is painfully bruised and suf- 
fering from shock, it is thought that she 
sustained no internal injuries. 

‘The ligaments of Dr. Broughton’s right 
ankle were painfully anq he 
will be unable io walk for some time. 

Last night shortly before 8 o'clock Dr. 
Broughton, his wife and their guest, Rev. 
C.. A. Ridley, of Live Oak, Fla., left the 
Broughton home on Spring street to at- 
tend services at the First Baptist church, 
on the corner of Calin and Peachtree 
streets. 

Just as they were in front of the exca- 
vation which is being made at the north- 
west corner oif those streets for the foun- 
dation of the new Masonic temple, a 
wagon going north forced them to step 
on the southbound track of the electric 
railway, which they dt without knowing 
that a car was approaching them at a 
rapid rate of speed from the rear. They 
had stepped on the track before the car 
was observed, and the next moment it 
fan into the party of three, knocking 
Mrs. Broughton violently to the ground, 
ang striking Dr. Broughton on the ankle 
and throwing him to the ground, 

Dr. Ridley escaped with a slight bruise 
where the car struck him between. the 
shoulders and on the elbow. He caught 
on his hands as he fell free of the car. 

Dr. Ridley Talks. 

Speaking of the acoident last night, Dr. 
Ridley sala: 

“We had no warning of the car ap- 
@roaching us from the rear. Dr. Brough- 
ton was walking on the right, and Mrs. 
Broughton was between us. The 
wagon forced us to step on the track 
and as we did so, the car was all but 
upon us. In some way I pushed Dr. 
Broughton, who seemed to be in the 
greatest danger, and the next I recall 
was a fleeting glance of Dr. Broughton 
as he was struck by the car, and was

She was conscious and suf- 
fering intensely, and continued to do so 
until relieved at her home by opiates 
administered by the physician. 

“The car was traveling as fast as I 
have seen one travel in the city. It 
seemed to me to be fairly flying. If 
the motorman rang the ball or gave any 
warning of his wnexpected approach we 
did not hear ft. He did not seem to see 
us at aH, and to pay little attention to 
us.. He stopped the car within a length 
after striking us.”

WAR IS PLANNED

Publicity Law Demanded by 
Advocates of Honest lectins 


New York, April !6.—A_ resolution 
the contributions made to the repub- 
lican and «éemocratic committees at 
the last national canvass was offered 
today at a special meeting of the Na- 
tional Publicity Law Organization. It 
was entirely wnexpected and caused a 
lively discussion. The meeting had 
been called by President Perry Bel- 
mont to further the movement for an 
effective national publicity law. which 
would require a public record of cam- 
paign contributions and expenditures. 
The resolution, which was offered by 
Alexander Troup, of . Connecticut, a 
member of the national Gemocratic 
committee, requested the chairman 
and secretaries of the republican and 
democratic national committees of the 
last national camplaign to make pub- 
lic all their receipts and expenditures 
of the campaign. This resolution was 
offered by Mr. Troup after he _ had 
quoted from a newspaper dispatch 
from Washington, in which it was 
stated that President Roosevelt want- 
ed the campaign book® opened in the 
next national canvass. 
Roosevelt and Campaign Funds. 


“Tl think the public wants the books 
of the last campaign opened,” exclaim- 
ea Mr. Troup, who added that in (904, 
the president had indignantly denied 
that large sums of money had been 
contributed to the republfcan cam- 
paign fund. 

At this moment Senator Chandler, 
interrrupted Mr. Troup. “I think you 
are doing the president. an injustice,” 
he said. 

Then Mr. Chandler went on to ex- 
plain that what the president had de- 
niea was that contributions had been 
made on the strength of promises to 
do something. 

“I accept the correction,” said Mr. 
Troup, “but Mr. Cortelyou knew dif- 
ferently. He should not have deceived 
the president. He should have told 
him. What the president claims he 
was in utter ignorance of, the chair- 
man of his’ national committee knew 
about.” 

Resolution Referred, 


Mr. Troup then proceeded to offer 
his resolution. At first he included 
only the -republican national commit- 
tee, but at a suggestion from a mem- 
ber that this would be a partisan 
movement, Mr. Troup changed his res- 
olution so that it took in also. the 
Gemocratic national committee. This 
change was accepted by many mem- 
bers as being wisely reasonable. 

Mr. Troup wanted the resolution 
adopted immediately, but several 
speakers expressed the opinion that 
hasty action Avould not be good pol- 
icy. Eventually a compromise was 
reached and the matter -was referred 
to the executive committee with the 
understanding that it would make a 
report at some future meeting of the 
association to be called by the presi- 
aent 

A statement that he intended _ to 
prosecute all people who used large 
sums of money at the next election 
held in his state was made by Gov- 
ernor Warfield, of Maryland. In a 
vigorous speech Governor Warfield 
declared that he stood firmly opposed 
to the corrupt use of: money in elec- 
tions. He wanted a bill passed in his 
state limiting the amount of money 
which any candidate should tse. 


William J. Bryan, the principal 
speaker at toaay’s meeting, urged the 
passage of a law by congress provid- 
ing for a public declaration, both by 
the donor and the recipient of all 
campaign offerings. He wanted all 
violations of this law punishable as 
criminal offenses. By this means 
alone, he held, could. the’ secret 
contributions given for a sinister pur- 
pose, be stamped out, and a greater 
hindrance to honest politics be. over- 
thrown. Other speakers were Samuel 
Gompers, the president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and former 
Senator Chandler, of New Hampshire.

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SCHOOL BOARD. 
WAS DISMISSED 


Columbia County Grand Jury 
Acted Unconstitutionally 
in Denying Hearing. 


Attorney General John C. Hart has 
given to State School Commissioner W. 
B. Merritt an interesting opinion af- 
fecting the Columbia county school 
board case, in which the county board 
of education of that county was re- 
cently dismigsed without a hearing by 
the grand jury and a new board se- 
lected in its place. 

The amended McMichael law of 1906 
contained the requirement that all 
county school boards should proceed to 
divide the county up into school dis- 
tricts of prescribed size and popula- 
tion. The Columbia county school 
board failed to do this, holding it to 
be unnecessary on the ground that the 
county had already been divided into 
school districts in 1897. 
Mr. Merritt was -asked by County 
School Commissioner B. P” Jordan, and 
the state school commissioner replied 
that such districting would not be nec- 
essary, in his opinion, if the present 
districts complied with the law; that it 
would only be necessary to make a 
map outlining them. 

The Columbia county . grand jury, 
however, proceeded to dismiss the old 
school board, though their terms had 
not expired, solely on the ground that 
they had failed to comply with the 
terms of the McMichael act, and elect- 
ed a new board, without giving the 
members of the old board a hearing. 
A court order to this effect was taken. 

Attorney General Hart holds that this 
action of the grand jury and court 
order are null and void, and that the 
section of the McMichael act in ques- 
tion is unconstitutional in that it does 
not make provision for any notice 
being given the members of the county 
school board as to the duties required 
of them. It is a violation of the con- 
stitution, he declares, to dismiss any 
public official without giving him a 
hearing. 

Under this ruling *he newly chosen 
Columbia county bourd of education 
has no right of existence, and Com- 
missioner Merritt will not issue them 
their commissions. The members of 
the. olu board will continue to hold 
thelr offices for the present. The 
ruling of the attorney general is one 
that will interest the -schoo] gSovern- 
ment of every county in the State.

GREAT MEDICAL COLLEGE BURNED 


Almost Irreparable Loss is Sustained 
by McGill University. 

Montreal, Quebec, April 16.—The sec- 
ond disastrous fire within two weeks 
visited McGill university at an early hour 
today and practically destroyed the medi- 
cal building, one of the oldest and most 
valuable of the splendid collection on the 
college grounds. 

One of the best museums of medicine 
connected with the college Wag destroy- 
ed. The loss cannot be considered in 
money value, as the museum has been 
collecting for nearly three-quarters of a 
century and contained many absolutely 
priceless specimens. The magnificent 
medical laboratory, However, was saved. 
The buildings were erected at a cost of 
about $350,000.

NO PROVISION 
FOR CROP DATA 


Georgia Has No Method for 
Cellecting Important Agri- 
cultural Informatibn. 


So many inquiries have been made 
at the office of State'Entomologist R. 
I. Smith for information concerning 
the general effect of the cold weather 
on the fruit. over the state, that he 
has decided to send out letters to all 
the fruit sections seeking accurate in- 
formation which will be given out for 
publication as soon as received. This 
will be some time the latter part of the 


present week. 

When asked as to provision for se- 
curing and publishing this information, 
Entomologist Smith said: 

“The law makes no provision what- 
ever for securing information regard- 
ing the effect of weather on the crops, 
or their status at any time, and: does 
not require it of this department. 
Neither does the general assembly 
make any appropriation to pay the 
expenses of obtaining such informa- 
tion. 

“Notwithstanding this, a large num- 
ber of people over the state look to 
the entomological department for in- 
formation of this kind. We are anx- 
ious, of course, to do: all we can in 
the public interest whether if is re- 
quired or not, and for this reason I 
am making an effort now to get this 
information as soon as possible. To 
that end I have sent out inquiries over 
the state and will make public the 
data as soon as received.” 

An investigation develops the fact 
also that the state agricultural depart- 
ment has no system of collecting in- 
formation regarding any crops with 
the exception that two or three re- 
ports as to the condition of growing 
cotton and grain are made during the 
crop seasons. But so. 6far @s . Ce 
amount of production is concerned, the 
department has no system of collect- 
ing the information. 

Recently an inquiry was made of the 
department of agriculture as to the 
number of dairies in the state and the 
amount of milk, butter and other dairy 
products produced. The only source 
of information which the department 
had on this important subject was the 
United States census reports of 1900. 
It has no method of securing such in- 
formation or bringing it up to date. 
The principal reason seems to be that 
the legislature has made no provision 
for this class of work and the funds 
are not at hand with which to pay the 
expense of acquiring this often most 
valuable information.

Devastation int Mexico Much 
Greater Than at first 


TIDAL WAVES CAUSED 


WRECKAGE

WAY TO LIBERTY

City of Mexico, April 16.—Heavy earth- 
quake shocks continued on the coast un-@ 
til 4 o’clock this morning. Late news 
from the area of greatest destruction in 
the recont earthquake shows that the de- 
vastation wrought was greater than at 
finst supposed. 

Besides the destruction of the cities of 
Chilpancingo and Chilapau, it is now re- 


ported that the city of Tixtla, between 
the two cities above named, and contain- 
ing about the same population as Chil- 
rancingo, was also leveled to the ground, 
and messengers from the coast who have 
reached Chilpancingo sav that the towns 
of Avutla and Ometepec have been wiped 
off the map. 
Historic Town Gone, 


Avyutia is about 150 miles south of Chil- 
pancingo, in the state of Guerrero, and 
pulte. Itis one of the most historic 
towns in the republic, for it was here 
that the plan was conceived which 
caused the revolution which finally made 
Mexico a republic, and developed the tal- 
ents of a yourg officer named Porfirio 
Diag, destined later to be one of the 
greatest men in this country. The popu- 
lation of Ayutla is small, and it is 
thought tha@-the loss of life at this place 
will be insignificant. 

Ometepec is further south, near the 
boundary line of the states of Guerrero 
and Caxica. It is a town of about 4,000 
inhabitants, and it is feared that the loss 
of life here may be heavier than at 
Ayutla 

Tilpa, a town 20 miles west of Chilpan- 
cingo, and near the border line of the 
State of Oaxica, is also. reported to have 
been wiped out. 

Entire West Coast Damaged. 

The report from (Chilpancingo says 
that the whole of the west coast 
from Acapulco south to Salina Crug, the 
Facific termina] -of the Tehuantepec Na- 
tional railway, Mexico's news trans-con- 
tinental road,.which was opened with 
elaborate ceremonies last January by 
President Diaz, has been badly damaged. 

Owing to the remoteness of these points 
and to the fact that wire and rail com- 
munication is very poor, news from the 
slricken district to this capital comes very 
slowly. But one wire is working to Chil- 
pancingo, and that rather spasmodically. 
The telegraph office is accepting mes- 
sages to this point only on the condition 
that they will be sent subject to delay. 
Thousands of messages are now on hand 
at the main office of the: federal tele- 
graph, and it is said that commercial bus- 
iness ig forty-eight hours behind. 

The wire today at noon was working 
through to Chilpancingo. The question 
as to the number of casualties was put 
to the operator but he declared that up 


fact that he had seen about a dozen dead 
bodies and knew of some thirty wounded. 


Fourteen Killed in One House. 


A dispatch to the El Pais, a daily 
paper, which is the organ of the Ro- 
man Catholic church in this city, from 
the bishop of Chalapa, confirms the re- 
port of the total destruction wrought 
in that immediate neighborhood, Four- 
teen people are reported to have been 
killed in one house and the number 
of wounded is given as thirty-nine. 

In the city of Tixtlab it is reported 
that 100 dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins and that a great num- 
ber of wounded are being cared for in 
temporary structures erected in the 
open country. The operd®6r at Chil- 
pancingo says that the four men in 
the office have been working without 
relief for forty-eight hours exposed 
to the inclemency of the weather. He 
reports that the state government has 


ple and that the governor has taken 
every means to provide for the com- 
fort of the inhabitants. 

Up to 4 o'clock this morning the 
shocks continued with more or less 
severity in the vicinity of Chilpan- 
cingo, completing the work of de- 
struction and destroying many of the 
most important public buildings of 
the city. The new municipal palace, 
which was erected in place of its pre- 
decessor, which was leveled by an 
earthquake four years ago, was alrapst 
destroyed by these last shocks. 


All Hospitals in Ruins. 


The hospitals, schools and the jail are 
in ‘ruins. The prisoners from the jail 
were placed under guard by the tu- 
rales and are now incarcerated in a 
barracks building, which is yet stand- 
ing. The sick were removed from the 
hospitals in safety and are now being 
cared for in a temporary _ structure 
erected out in the open country. 

Troops are guarding the ruins, and mil- 
itary engineers are now inspecting such 
buildings as are standing with a view 
of reporting as to whether they shall be 
razeg or reinforced. 

ip to this time the total number of 
deaths reported is thirty-eight, and the 
wounded ninety-three, but in view- of 
later reports, which tend to greatly mag- 
nify the extent of the catastrophe. it is 
thought that these figrrres, will fal) far 
short of the real number of fatalities. 
These, it is feared, will never be accw- 
rately known, as many of the dead are 
of the poorer classes, living in small set- 
tlements. 

It is reported that Acapulco is partly 
submerged from the waives, which dashed 
over the breakwater. ithough not a 
breath of wind was stirring on the night 
cf the first shock, when the earth began 
to tremble, the sea was lashed into fury, 
and as the shocks continued the harbor 
took on the appearance of a typhoon- 
swept ocean. Just how much of the port 
is submerged is not known. 


Many Houses Under Water. 


A message from there saws that the 
houses as far as the chutch are under 
water, but as there are numerous 
churches in the place, the extent of the 
inuniation could not be learned from this 
vague message, A number of ships were 
in the harbor when the first shock came, 
but these put out to sea, and it is said 
none of them suffered to any extent. 

Communiéation by rafl to the port of 
Vera Cruz is entirely cut off, owing to a 
sinking of a large area of track. both 
the Mexican and Inter-Oceaniec railroads. 

Repérts from nearly all of the large 
cities in the southern part of the republic 
Have now been received, an& althonch 
many of these. places felt the shock se- 
verely, no loss of Hfe has been reported, 
and the property loss is insignificant. 

In this city the telephone system, which 
was partiy crippled, is now in complete 
working otder. News is anxiously waited 
from isthmus of Tehauntepec, where it is

President Preston S. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company,

This depot will supply a just 
demand made by the patrons of the line, 
and the company wanted to construct a 
depot In conjunction with a handsome of- 
fice builcing that would be an ornament 
to the city. Alderman Key caused the 
grant to be held up. That is a distinct 
inconvenience to the public, as the com- 
pany will supply a depot and if the city 
does not allow cars to be operated to it 
the public will have to walk that block 
from Fairlie and Walton streets to Ma- 
rietta and Fairlie streets.

SIGN ORDINANCE 


AS WAS ADOPTED. 


How the City Council Finally 
Disposes of the Mat- 
ee 


The electric sign ordinance intro- 
duced in council last Monday after- 
noon by the street committee was as 
follows: 

“Section |. Be it ordained by the 
mayor and general council. of the city 
of Atlanta that from and after passage 
of this ordinance it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to 
erect or maintain any sign over or 
above any sidewalk, street or alley 
in the city of Atlanta that projects 
more than 3 feet beyond the property 
line, or that may be less than 9 feet 
above the sidewalk. 

“Sec. 2. All signs that project be- 
yond the property line more than 1/2 
inches and not more than 36 inches 
shall contain not more than 50 feet 
on each of the two sides, and shall 
be securely fastened to the walls of 
the building in a@ manner satisfactory 
to the inspector of buildings. 

“Sec. 3. Provided that larger signs 
made of incombustible material and 
securely fastened to the sides of the 
building and that do not project more 
than !2 inches from same, and do not 
extend above the top of said building, 
may be erected and maintained in a 
safe manner. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained that 
all signs that contain more than 75 
feet of surface, to each side of said 
sign, and when placed on the top of 
any building, shall be made of wire 
mesh, attached to metal frames, and 
shall be securely fastened to the roof 
of said building, and shall be placed 
wholly within property ‘line, the let- 
tering on said sign may be of wood, 
metal, electric light, or other suitable 
material. 

“Seco. 5 Be it further ordained that 
no wooden sign shall be more than 2 
feet high, or contain more than 75 
feet of surface, when placed on or 
against the sides of any building. 

“Seco. 6. Any person, firm or corpo- 
ration desiring to erect any sign that 
projects !2 inches or more beyond the 
building line, or that contains more 
than !0 feet of sign surface, shall 
apply for and secure a permit for 
same from inspector of buildings, and 
it shall be unlawful to erect said sign 
before securing said permit. 

“Sec, 7. It shall be the duty of the 
inspector of buildings to secure the 
approval of the city electrician before 
issuing a permit for any electrically 
equipped signs. . 

“Sec. 8. This ordinance shall not ap- 
ply to signs erected under permit 
which has heretofore been granted by 
the mayor and general council, or 
signs erected under existing ordi- 
nances. i iy 

“Sec. 9. Any person violating the 
terms of this ordinance in any par- 
ticular shall, on conviction in the re- 
corder’s court, be fined not exceeding 
$100 or sentenced to a term of thirty 
days on the public works, either or 
both penalties to be inflicted, in the 
discretion of the recorder. 

“Sec. 10. Be it further ordained that 
the ordinance approved September 21, 


of ordinances in conflict with this 
ordinance be and the same are hereby 
repealed.” 

ouncilman Pomeroy ‘introduced an 
amendment which changed section 4 
so as to allow any kind of a sign, 
irrespective of size or material, on the 
top of buildings provided it was se- 
curely fastened under supervision of 
the city building inspector. 

Mr. Pomeroy stated that the city had 
no legal right to say what a person 
should put on his private property, 
and in this view he was systained by 
the city attorney. 

The amendment was adopted and the 
ordinance as amended became a law.

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The Quarantine of Southern Cattle. 
If the quarantine of the southern 
states, which was put into effect on 
April 15 by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, is successful in 
eradicating the Texas fever tick, it 
will mean the saving to the south ot 
nearly $30,000,000 annually and prové 
a stimulus to an industry which should 
flourish throughout this section. 

The Texas fever tick, which causes 
splenetic fever in cattle, now infests 
practically all the southern states, and 
is causing an annual shrinkage in the 
value of cattle which is not only dis- 
tressing in itself, but threatens the 
further expansion of what should be 
a great and profitable industry. 

The cattle grown on the well wa- 
tered, fertile, productive lands of the 
seuth, enjoying its mild climate and 
protected from the wintry blasts by iis 
wooded hills and forest tracks, should 
he the finest specimens in the country. 
As for natural environment, compared 
with the cattle raised on the wind- 
swept prairies and unproductive 
ranges of the west, the advantage is 
a'j with the southern cattle. 

The only thing that stands in the 
/way of a vastly successful cattle in- 
dustry in this section is the fever tick. 
If that can be eliminated, the south At- 
lantic and gulf states will raise cattle 
that can compare favorably with the 
best produced by the ranges of Iowa 
or the fields of Kentucky. 

As a broad commercial] and agricul- 
tural question, sensible cattle grow- 
ing will mean a more fertile soil; it 
will mean converting into beef much 
of the cotton seed meal that is now 
shipped to the north and to foreign 
markets; it will save immense sums 
that now go for fertilizers and will 
permit the more general carrying out 
of a system of profitable crop rota- 
ticn.

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Relief for the Strap-Hanger. 

The strap-hanger is an unwilling, 
an involuntary, in fact, a protesting 
sign of prosperity and growth. While 
he has our sympathy, deep almost to 
the point of inexpressibility, the more 
so because we are often one of him, 
we would not at any price forego the 
conditions of which he is the indica- 
tion. 

But while the strap-hanger is the 
outgrowth of material progress in cer- 
tsin diréctions, his existence is like 
wise a testimonial to the backwardness 
o1 parsimony on the part of the con- 
cern which fosters his numerical in- 
crease, too often to the point of ex- 
asperation. 


We had thought the strap-hanger

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indigenous to America, rather to the 
United States, but recent cable ad- 
vices inform us that he is no longer 
peculiar to this continent.” He has 
not only sprung up in London and its 
outlying districts, but has recently in- 
cieased there in numbers sufficiently 
alarming to demand the attention of 
parliament, which is now planning 
measures for his suppression. In 
fact, the edict has gone forth that the 
strap-hanger must take a back seat, 
cr any othér sort of a seat, for that 
matter, which will put him out of 
his misery. Concerning the pariia- 
mentary proposition on this sybject a 
recent cable dispatch says: 


The main provisions of the bill are, 
first, if it is proved. that overcrowding 
habitually occurs on any railway the 
board of trade or the railway and canal 
commission may order the company to 
provide additional accommodations un- 
der penalty of losing the benefit of the 
cheap trains act; secon@ly, servants of a 
company who refuse or neglect to pre- 
vent overcrowding of any railway car- 
riage are liable to a fine of £5 for every 
offense. 

We like the way our English cous- 
ins do things. A well-known English 
financier who recently visited Atlanta, 
commenting on our slow train service 
and unkept' schedules, remarked: 
“That sort of thing would not be 
tolerated in Great Britain for twenty- 
four hours.” It took but a few well 
attended mass meetings and a little 
practical éxpression of public indig- 
nution to put an effectual quietus on 
the English soap trust. And now par- 
ligment proposes to do away with the 
strap-hanger in our midst, but. we 
work, regretting only the absence 
here at home, if not of the same sort 
of spirit, at least of the action which 
it prompts. 

We are giad of the conditions in 
Atlanta which ‘have given rise to the 
stranp-hanger in our midst, but we 
must deplore, nevertheless, the inac- 
tivity of those who are responsible for 
what almost promises to be the per- 
petuation of his existence. 

Unfortunately, for the Atlanta strap- 
hanger, at least, his number appears 
to be rather on the increase, to ac- 
quire evidence of which one has only 
t» make a few trips on a Peachtree 
or Whitehall street car, or, in fact, 
Cr a car going in almost any direction 
during the rush hours of travel. 

Promises there have been in plenty, 
but yet no relief. Cannot the street 
car authorities hasten a little in mak-

With the exception of two or three 
condition of 
growing cotton and grain issued dur- 
ing the crop season by the state de- 
partment of agrioulture, Georgia has 
absolutely no system for gathering 
and publishing important information 
regarding agricultural crops and in- 
dustries. 

Here are industries in which mil- 
lions of dollars are involved, others 
which might be extended by the in- 
vestment oi: millions more; and yet 
there is no depdrtment of.the state 
gcvernment which collects, or is able 
to furnish upon application, adequate 
ir. formation regarding any of them. 

For example, inquiry was made at 
the state department of agric\lture 
the other day for the number of 
dairies in Georgia, and. the annual 
production of butter and milk. The 
department promptly went, not to its 
own records, but to the United States 
census report of 1900, giving the 
status of the industry in 1899 as the 
latest information which it was abie 
to furnish on the subject. The in- 
dustry might have doubled in the last 
eight years, but we would have no 
means of knowing it until] the govern- 
ment census bureau comes along and 
gathers the figures for us again in 
1910. 

Take the peach industry, in which 
millions of dollars are invested in 
Georgia, and the recent supposed de- 
struction of an entire year’s crop by 
the unprecedentedly cold April 
weather. So far as official sources 
are concerned, namely, the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the entomo- 
logical department, to which the peo- 
ple naturally look for information, we 
de not know there has been any dafn- 
age.

The chief source of information 
which the people now have as to 
these matters is The Constitution. 
We are glad to furnish this informa- 
tion and propose to continue to do it 
whenever the occasion calls for it. 
But we regard it as a sad commentary 
upon the state that there is no official 
scurce of these important and often 
vital facts. 

In no sense do we seek to put the 
responsibility for the absence of this 
agricultural information upon the 
State departments to which we have 
alluded. To the inquiry as to why 
this information is not supplied, au- 
swer fs given that the legislature has 
made no provision for it, neither re- 
quiring it nor appropriating any 
money to pay the expense of secur- 
ing it. This view of the matter is 
probably the correct one, and the 
question simply resolves itself into 
placing the responsibility a little 
further back and calling for legisla- 
tive consideration of it. 

A few hundred dollars expended an- 
nually for telegrams and _  0»postage 
would, no doubt, supply all the needed 
information. In the case of the peach 
crop, twenty-five telegrams, at an ex- 
pense of twenty-five cents each, would 
tell the whole story the day after the 
freeze. Though not his prescribed 
duty, State Entomologist R. I. Smith 
has sent out inquiries by mail as to 
the extent of injury to the fruit, but 
it will be several days before the re- 
plies are received and the situation 
known, except, as stated, through The 
Constitution. 

Let the legislature take hold of this 
question and make some provision for 
adequate methods for supplying im- 
portant agricultural information 
through official sources.

Frequently I 
have left letters with one of the por- 
ters rather than wait at the old de- 
pot for the mail car and as a rult they 
pot for the mail car and as a rule they 
not the only one who would like to 
see a box there as there is at the ter- 
minal.” 


“There is a box at the old depot,” 
said Postmaster Blodgett, when the 
matter was brought to his attention,

that box is not intended for the postal 
clerks. It is a box put there for the 
postmen of the city, who rob it and 
bring the contents to the postoffice. 
The railway clerks are not supplied 
with keys to unlock the boxes used 
for postmen, and for that reason they 
cannot get into the box at the old sta- 
tion. There is a mail room at the old 
station, and mail left there would prob- 
ably receive the attention of the man 
in charge. But that ts not a matter 
over which I have any control. Those 
mail boxes at depots intended for the 
railway mail cars come under the de- 
partment having charge of the railway 
mail service. It was that department 
that established the one at the ter- 
minal. It is true that I supplied the 
box from this office, but the lock is 
different from the one used on the city 
mail boxes. A mail clerk’s key won't 
open our lock, neither will the key 
the city postman carries open the box 
at the terminal.

But accepting the statement as_ ac- 
curate, does it not suggest a need for 
a change tn our method of dealing with 
convicted murderers? 

My observation convinces me that. in 
many instances the murderer escapes all! 
legal penalty, for the reason that the! 
average juryman, whatever he may pro-| 
fess, hesitates over the taking of human'! 
life in return for such act by the pris- | 
oner who is on trial. 

Take a recent trial 
is reported that five 
jury favored an acquittal, 
clear statement that a man 
in killing his neighbor, who has 
him an injury. 

Seven members held that the man was 
guilty, as charged, and should be so ad- 
judged; the result being a mistrial. 

Suppose the law had provided for life 
imprisonment, or still better, the limit 
by “the indeterminate sentence?” Would 
there have been possible failure to con- 
vict a man who had Geliberately killed 
another—who did not deny, but claimed 
that he had moral and legal right to 
take the life of one who had done him 
grievous wrong? Truth is, we are cling- 
ing to an old barbarism, which we 
have outgrown, and which may safely 
be relegated to “no longer a need class.”’

BROUGHTON OUTLINES WORK 


PROPOSED BY TABERNACLE 


Methodists and Presbyterians Want It Understood 
That Their Movements Are Not Intended 
to Hurt Tabernacle Plans. 


UCH surprise and discussion has 
resulted from the startling state- 
ments made Sunday by Dr. 

Broughton, and the revelation, that, ow- 

ing to the unusually heavy drains for 
charitable institutions on the pubiic- 
spirited citizens of Atlanta, all coming 
together at one time, Dr. Broughton’s 

Atlanta tabernacle, which was given 

such a magnificent boost on the day of 
launching, was on the verge of fajlure. 

The announcement sent consternation 
and distress to many hearts and Dr. 
Broughton ‘has been the rectpient of 
many encouraging messages and some 
additional offers of financiai help. He 
is to proceed today with the public and 
personal appeal for funds. Unless the 
Christian ;eople of Atlanta rally to him 
at this time and give him $50,000 more 
of the $300,000 necessary to erect the 
building his life’s dream will have to be 
abandoned. 

Much concern also manifested in 
Presbyterian and Methodist quarters 
over the impression created that the 
movements of these denominations were 
intended to hurt, or had hurt, the 
chances of Dr. Broughton in his great 
undertaking. They. disclaimed any inten- 
tion to block his plans. 

To a representative of The Constitu- 
tion on yesterday Dr. Broughton gutlined 
anew the things which his movement 
stood for and hoped to accomplish, that 
the public might have the matter clear 
in their minds. He said: 

“There has been a good deal of ques- 
tioning since my statement made Sunday 
concerning the sérious aspect of our 
Atlanta tabernacle auditorium proposi- 
tion. 

“IT am not surprised at this and wish 
to assure the public that the matter is 
in a precarious state. We now have in 
round numbers $100,000 subscribed. I 
have all along felt that I would get 
from my own people and city at large 
not less than $150,000. This, ] knew, 


would assure the success of the proposi- 
tion.

‘“‘Experienced institutional church work- 
ers everywhere who have visfted and in- 
spected our system agree that we have 
succeeded in overcoming difficulties in all 
the institutional] lines with the exception 
of one, and that is building facilities. 

“We are now paying in the neighbor- 
hood of $400 per month rent for outside 
buildings and still are unable to do our 
work.”’ 

M. M. Davies, one of the officers of the 
Wesley Memorial church, when seen by | 
a representative of The Constitution, dis- | 
cussed interestingly their movement, and 
said: 

“It is to be regretted that the remarks 
of Dr. Broughton Sunday in regard to | 
his great movement for the promotion of 
practical®Christianity in Atlanta should 
have carried the impression that the dis- 
cussion at this time of the needs of other 
institutions, equally as worthy of support, 
was designed in any wise To retard the 
progress of his enterprise. 

“As an official of the Wesley Memorial 
church and one thoroughly familiar with 
the movement, I desire to make a sim- 
ple statement of the Wesley Memorial 
church movement. 

“The Atlanta district conference, held 
in July, 1902, at Epworth church, upon 
the report of a committee, composed of 
one member from each church in the 
district, unanimously directed the erec-

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tion of an institutional church in the city 
of Atlanta. Such wag inaugurated in the 
Wesley Memorial enterprise, which has 
continued from that time until now with 
steadily increasing prosperity and suc- 
cess. 

“During the following year, when the 
Methodists throughout the world were 
celebrating the Dicentenary of John Wes- 
ley’s birthday, The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate took up the matter and sug- 
gested that the institutional church, with 
its related enterprises, be madae a me- 
morial of Mr. Wesley in the city of At- 
lanta, the capital city of the only state 
in America in which Mr. Wesley ever 
lived. 

“A church lot was, bought and a tem- 
porary building upon it was purchased 
and the hospital put in operation. The 
hospital has now been opened nearly two 
years. Up to date We have treated 608 
patients. Of these, 167 have been treat- 
ed free. The charity work of the hos- 
pital since its opening has amounted to 
$7,979.89. 

“More than 600 péople have been 
brought intd the church since its open- 
ne and good crowds attend upon its wor- 
ship. 

“Additions have been made from time 
to time to the property. And plans have 
been maturing tor months past for under- 
taking the movement which is now under 
way. 

“The original plan, as Outlined, called 
ultimately for the expenditure of not less 
than $250,000 to execute ft. Already the 
lots aud improvements have called ior 
the outlay of $70,000. 

“The recent meetings have been held 
in furtherance of thig original design on 
the part of the Methodists to erect and 
maintain in this city a great institutional 
church as a worthy memorial of Mr.

CITY HAS ASKED 
FOR LIGHT BIDS 


What Two Companies Say 
About Matter 


President of Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company Believes Pres- 
ent Prices Low Enough. 
President of Other Com. 
pany Is Out of City. 


The resolution passed by the city 
council Monday afternoon requesting 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany. and the North Georgia Electric 
Company to submit bids for the city’s 
lighting to go into effect the Ist of 
May next year, has not yet been of- 
ficially received by the two companies 
and inquiries at the offices of the two 
companies elicited the informatton that 
the matter would be given due con- 
sideration at the proper time. 

The resolution asks for bids which 
must be handed in in time for con- 
sideration by the council at its next 
meeting, which will be on the first 
Monday in May. This will give the 
companies nearly thre¢ weeks to pre- 
pare their bids. 

Preston Arkwright, of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, when 
asked yesterday if his company would 
be in a position to make a bid as re- 
quired by the council resolution, re- 
plied: 


Believe Prices Are Low Enough. 


“We have not yet received a copy of 
the resolution and do not Know exact- 
ly what is required. Of course, if 
the request is made we will make a 
bid, but as to what the figures will 
be we have not yet decided. I can say 
this much, however, we think the pres- 
ent price for lights, $70 a year for arc 
lights, is low enough. I understand 
that the resolution also asks us to 
name a maximum rate for power and 
light for commercial purposes. This 
will take some calculations and a lit- 
tle time. We believe our present rates 
are as low as could be made, but will 
take the whole question under con- 
sideration.” 

At the offices of the North Georgia 
Electric Co. it was stated that the 
president, A. J. Warner, was out of 
the city and will not return =§$ until 
next Friday, and as he is the only 
person who could furnish the informa- 
tion desired, no statement was given 
out. 


The Council’s Position. 


The attitude of the city council is 
that bids must be received at once in 
order that the people can have ample 
time to vote upon the $300,000 issue 
of bonds and get its own plant in 
operation before the contract with the 
yeorgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany expires. Under that contract the 
city must give twelve months’ notice, 
and such a notice would keep the pres- 
ent contract in force until May Il, 
1908. 

At the next meeting of council if the 
bids are not received or are not sat- 
isfactory the council will pass a res- 
olution asking for a charter amend- 
ment to give the city the power to cal] 
a bond election.

Bualton Legislators Ask for Creation 
of Additional Superior Court 
Judgeship —Ellis Promised 
Place by Governor-elect, 

It is Stated.

In an informal discussion at the 
court house yesterday ameng several 
gentlemen whose business takes them 
quite frequently to the halls of justice, 
{t was announced as a matter of gen- 
eral report that Captain W. D. Ellis 
would be the additional judge in this 
circuit to preside over the new judg- 
ship which will be created to help re- 
lieve the burden now upon the shoul- 
ders of Judge Pendleton. 

It- will be remembered that at the 
last election an amendment to the con- 
stitution was adopted permitting the 
legislature, in its wisdom, to provide 
for one or more judges in any circuit 
where the crowded business of such 
circuit warranted it. ' 

Conforming to this proviso, the Ful- 
ton members in the legislature will in- 
troduce a bill creating an additional 
judgeship for this circuit, and it was 
stated yesterday that the incommg 
governor had signified his intentimn 
of appointing Captain W. D. Ellis for 
that place. 

It was also suggested in this con- 
nection that the naming of a new | 
judge would relieve the tension for 
the next three or four or five years, 
but before a half dozen more years a 
third judge-will be needed to properly 
dispose of the business, as Atlanta Is 
growing fast and the court business 
accumulating rapidly. 

Judge Pendleton accounts for this 
latter condition largely upon. the 
ground of the great number of damage 
suits filed in the courts holding in At- 
lanta.

Great Bulk of the Increase Shown 
by Texas and Indian Territory. 
Only a Small Increase is 
Shown by Atlantic 
States. 


New Orleans, La., April 16.—Secretary 
Hester's analysis of the cotton move- 
ment for the seven months, from Sep- 
tember to March 3i, iInclusive, shows 
that compared with the movement fast 
year Texas (including Indian Territory) 
has brought into sight this season in 
round figures !,473,000 bales more; other 
gulf states, including Arkansas, Louis- 
liana, Mississippi, Tennessee, Missouri | 
and Oklahoma, have marketed 967,000 
more, and the Atlantic states of North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama and Virginia, marketed 137,000 
more, making the total increase in the 
crop marketed 2,577,000. 

Mr. Hester shows the amount brought 
into sight by groups of states for the 
seven months of this season as follows: 

Texas and Indian Territory, 4,122,195 
bales, an increaSe over same time last 
year of 1,473,481; an irlcrease over year, 
before last of 1,326,157, and an increase | 
over the same time in !904 of 1,420,251. ! 

Other gulf states, 3,683,740, an in- 
crease over last year of 967,084; an in-| 
crease over year before last of 49,048, | 
and an increase over same time in 1904) 
of 585,019. 

Atlantic states, 4,120,438, an increase 
over last vear of 136,533; an increase 
over year before last of 8,932, and an 
increase over the same time in 1904 of 
804,868. 

Total crop in sight at the close of 
March, 12,016,373, @n increase over last 
year of 2,577,118; an-increase over year 
before last of 1,384,137, and an increase 
over the same time in 1904 of 2,810,138. 

The group of states furnished in round 
figures of the crops of last year and 
year before last, from Texas and Indian 
Territory last year, 3,026,000; year be- 
fore last, 3,584,000; other gulf states, 
3,042,000 last-year; year before last 4,-

COTTON MARKET 
CLOSES HIGHER 


in Day Leaves Price Seven 
Points Up, 


There Was an Early Break, After 
Which the Market Ruled Firm. 
Ballish : Weekly Weather 
Report Sent Price Up. 


New York, April !6.—The cotton market 
was quite active during the day’s ses- 
sion and after an early break ruled firm 
with the close steady net unchanged to 
7 points higher, near months showing the 
greatest strength. The opening was 
| steady at unchanged prices to a decline 
of & points, May showing the maximum 
loss on the first sales, in response to low- 
er cables. But there was a sharp de- 
mand for May on the call, rallying that 
position to last night’s closing price, and 
this checked offerings in spite of the more 
favorable weather reported over the south 
and the reactionary tendency of English 
futures. Later the market eased off ow- 
ing to predictions for showers in the 
southwost and somewhat heavier esti- 
mates fpr tomorrow's receipts, but after 
selling at a net decline of 7@8 points, 
was rallied in the afternoon by the bull- 
ish weekly weather report, large exports 
and continued firmnes of the southern 
spot markets. The close was within a 
point or two of the best.

Large Proportion of Meagre Total

New York, April !6.—The conspicuous 
feature of the stock market today was 
the extreme dullness into which it fell. 
The downward tendency of the last few 
prices was checked and some recovery 
tion bordering on stagnation. The demang 
which put up prices was attributed large- 
ly to the account for the bear operators 
who have been attacking the market re- 
cently. That their buying received very 
small accession from outside sources is 
sufficiently attested by the small figure 
of the aggregate sales for the day. 
4S large proportion of the meager total 
was done in the last hour of the session, 
when the rush to cover by the shorts 
gained considerable animation, making a 
huoyant closing.
